‘TAKE my demob hat off to 
Hf the men_ of the Mine- 

yweeping Service. . 
_ Over 26,000 of them con- 
stantly risked their lives in one 
of the most hazardous yet un- 
spectacular ‘and least publicised 
tasks of World War WU. 


For six years their lot was one of 
hard living and continual vigilance 
in stormy seas in all climates, and. 
they bore at all times the strain of 
unseen danger, And their job didn’t 
even cease when Docnitz surrender= 
ed——there was still the clearing of 
enemy minefields to be undertaken. 

And the late war has seen 8 
deuce of o lot of mincs. It has not 
yet been possible to estimate the 
number the enemy laid, but it is 
known that we laid 263,000, 77 per- 
cent of which were buoyant, and the 
remainder ground mines. The latter 
were respénsible for the sinking of 
almost all the 1,041 enemy _ ships 
and 33 U-boats which fcll to British 
mines. Another 641 enemy vessels 
were damaged. i 

Buoyant mines were chiefly used 
in our own waters for protecting the 
convoy lanes, and their” success “15 
measured not by the number of 
enemy. ships sunk, but by the 
number of our own vessels which 
were saved from attack by their 
deterrent effect.

LONDONERS these days are belng 

given an opportunity of secing 
for themselves just what these un- 
seen dangers were and the comple- 
xity of the dreaded weapons which 
have been called. a “selentist’s 
paradise.” - At the Science Museum 
is an Admiralty exhibitlon of  re- 
presentative German and British 
mines and degaussing material used 
during the late war, 

It makes no -protence of being 
complete. Some material which: has 
not'been compromised by use against 
the enemy is not on view, and any- 
way there were so many varictics 
of mines and 60 many actuation 
systems—for jnstance we used no 
fewer than. a hundred = different 
ring circults—that it was impossible 
to accommodate them all.

It was not o success, ‘however, 
and the inventor was discouraged. 
Lord: St. Vincent announced publicly 
that “Pitt Is the greatest fool thit 
ever existed to encourage a mode of 
war which they who command the 
seo did not want, and which if 
successful: would deprive them of 
it’. The .Admiralty has become 
more enlightened since. 

By the middle of the last century, 
every naval power had its submarine 
mines, but - they were considered, 
then purely ns a weapon of defence, 
The Germans used them to protect 
Kiel against the Danish flect, in 1848;, 
Sebastopol was minced In tne 
Crimean War, and Port Arthur. in 
the Russo-Japanese War. It was 
not until 1014 that thelr potentiality, 
as a weapon of offence was fully’ 
realised.

Barristers & Solicitors 


(To the Editor, IK Telegraph) 


Sir,—I am neither a barrister nor 
a solleltor,-but just plaln John Q:and 
as John Q I have a serious grievance 
to alr, o grievance that affects the 
body of the public, but in a manner 
that has not yct been fully brought 
to the consclousncss of Mr & Mm 
John Q, and before the darristers 
and the solicitors: do something irre- 
parable about my grievance, I should 
Ilee to tosa my - hot Into the arena 
amongst the legal JIons, 


I toss my hat in for neither the 
barristers nor the solicitors but for 
myself and‘ other members of the 
public. 


I refer to my recent experience 
about a tile matter of a claim J have 
ogalnst a certain firm for the com- 
paratively small sum of $12,363.00, 
a claim’ disputed and unpnid and 
therefore one that I desired to bring 
to Court. I refer again to en ar- 
ficlt appearing Jn the ‘Hongkong 
Telegraph, {ssue of the November 27 
last tUled: “Barristers and Solicitors 
~-Do We Need Them Both?” by a 
London Barrister, and ‘40 ‘the 
Supreme Court Emergency Ordl- 
nience (that is whrut’my solicltor calls 
{t) allowing solfcltors with the per- 
mission of the Chief Justice to prac- 
tise as barristers for the time deing. 

I brought my claim to my sollcitor 
and naturally wanted to know how 
much ff would cost me to bring the 
matter to Court. [ wanted an in- 
elusive fee and was ‘old: $2,500 nett 
feces to my solicitor and about $100 
for stamp fees, dependant upon my 
solicitor being able to obtain per- 
mission from the Chief Justice to act 
os my barrister at the _ hearing. 
Faiting such permisslon I would 
have to pay $1,250 to $1,500 more for 
a barrister to do the talking in Court, 
making sweet total ot about $4,000, 
a mere 35 per cent of my problemoa- 
tical claim! 


If 1 lost (s0 my solicitdér consoled 
me) probably “the other side's costs” 
(which I would have to pay) would 
not amount to more thin $2,000 with- 
out a barrister, but would be as high 
os $3,000 If the other side too had 
had to engage a barrister! 

‘khis wos beginning to interest me, 
so I put the following querics: 

What would happen if a couple or 
so more ‘barristers should be im- 
ported Into the Colony? 


Very probably, says my solicitor, 
the Emergency Ordinence would 
then be repealed at the behest of 
either the barristers or the solicitors 
and the position revert to pre-war 
days when I vould have to engage a 
barrister (even though my solicitor 
may be just a3 good if not a better 
advocate) and the otaer side woulu 
also be compelled to engage one, and 
whoever loses on my $12,303 claim 
would have to pay in solicitors’ and 
barristers’ fees, a total of $7,000!!! 

My interest then turned to the 
criminal side of the law. IL cross-, 
examined (one gets into that habit 
from talking too much and too oflen 
to lawyers—note the neutral word!!) 
my. solicitor:— 

Supposing I am charged with a 
grave crime like murder (for whlch 
I could be hanged) or manslaughter 
(for which I could be sent to gnol 
for life) and I thought that Mr “A,” 
a solicitor, was the best man to get 
me out of the scrape, could he de- 
fend me? 5 | ipa 

Yes, was the answer, but only in 
the Pollee Courts. When I came to 
‘the Supreme Court for” trial T would 
-have to engage besides Solicitor “A" 
ulso Barrister “Z" because Solicitor 
“A" hos no right of audience” (i.e. 
if the Emergency Ordinance was re- 
pealed), 

But I protested, it is. my neck which. 
Is threatened with stretching or my 
liberty which, is threatened with 
curtailment, ond if I ‘think’ Solicitor 
“A” Js a better man than Barrister 
“Z." why should I risk my neck or 
my Hberty with an increase in fees 
to get a less able man to do the 
talking on my behalf? Or if I thought 
Barrister “Z" was my man, why 
should I have to pay Solicitor “A's" 
fees to get Barrister “Z" to defend 
mec? What if I only had say $1,500 
to engage Barrister “Z.” with and 
bad no more moncy to pay to Sollcl- 
tor “A,” must I then do without legal 
defence? . : 

My solicitor shrugs: 

Oh well! That has existed from 
“time immemorial” in England and. 
this has been carried on here. : 

* “What applics to Engtand,” I pro- 
tested, “docs not necessarity apply 
to Hongkong? Why. cannot the two 
profession amalgamate?” 

. My sollcltor referred to. this amal- 
gamation as “fusion.” . 

“Fusion,” he carried on," {s'- not 
favoured by some barristers and also 
by quite a number of solicitors: here 
and until’ they are urranimous In re- 
commending it, as in Singapore and 
‘a. few . other places in the Empire, 
probably Government will not-legis- 
late fuslon.” oo ‘ 

T picked up London Barrlster’s 
article and pointed -out: s 

The first argument of the barrister 
‘against fusion is. vaguely worded:—, 
_: The ‘mere’ unification of the 

profession would not cnable: onc
